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VALEDICTORY ADDRESS 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Before I began writing this address, I read the words of some previous valedictorians for 
a few ideas. The over-riding theme of each of their speeches was that youth in general and 


the grad class in particular were going to go out into the world and solve its problems. 


Although this sentiment affords cheery listening, I cannot help but wonder if it presents 
a true or realistic picture. 

Since the birth of civilization and especially since the Industrial Revolution, mankind has been messing up his world. 
As a result some terrifying and massive problems now face us. In striving for material progress and the elimination of 
disease, we have created two of our very worst troubles; that is, POLLUTION and OVER-POPULATION. Other difficulties, 
such as ALIENATION OF THE INDIVIDUAL in a rapidly- moving society, are now beginning to appear also. 

As students in a world of instant communication, we are in a position to be very aware of these problems. The 
students of 50 years ago did not know that such things existed, or if they did, they never gave them much thought. 
Although you and I, as we have gone through our 12 years of school, have never felt the pain of hunger or the pressure 
of too many people, we cannot use lack of information sources as an excuse for not knowing what goes on in the Far 
East or India or South America. 

However, even though we might choose to be aware of the world's problems, we cannot honestly tell ourselves that 
we, as 17 or 18 year old graduands hold the answers. What happens to the world is not up to us, at least, not yet. 

Those who really DO have ability to initiate some changes are those with money and power -- in particular, large 
corporations who are presently more concerned with profits and dividends that with humanity. 

When the time does come when WE may be able to make changes, are WE going to be prepared to give up some 
of the material comforts we have enjoyed all our lives, or to sacrifice some of our own personal aims and desires for 
those of the world in general? 

If we are not, then what hope is there for the future? 

If we are, and I hope we are, then there is a possibility that some of our problems might be solved. 

As for what we should be doing right now -- well -- let me quote author Kurt Vonnegut Jr.: 

"I was a graduation speaker at a little prep school for girls on Cape Cod where I live. I told the girls that they 
were much too young to save the world and that, after they got their diplomas, they should go swimming and sailing 


and walking and just fool around."

Two of Bonnie Doon's best are leaving us this year, Mrs. Harper and Mr. Fors. It is time for us to 
say “Goodbye” and "Thank you" for all that they have done for Bonnie Doon in the time that they have 
been here, and to wish them an enjoyable retirement. 


Mrs. Effie M. Harper 


Mrs. Harper taught first in Blairmore High School in 1929-'30 and acquired there an 
abiding love of the mountains. She left the profession in 1930 to marry Bill Harper and rais- 
ed a large and lively brood of six. From 1930-'45 she substitute taught and then moved to 
Whiskey Gap where she taught in order to keep the senior high room open in Jefferson 
Consolidated. In 1950 the Harper family moved to Edmonton and when the youngest child 
entered Junior High School in 1958, Mrs. Harper found herself persuaded into a high school 
classroom to teach French. In 1969-'70 Mrs. Harper took a leave of absense to travel. She 
has worked on various committees and especially enjoys working with young people. She 
pioneered a public library in Claresholm and the Edmonton Savings and Credit Union and 
the Memorial Society in Edmonton -- serving as Secretary of the founding executive of all 


three. 
Mr. Harper feels the trend toward a more open climate can bring great benefit to children. Changing emphasis

Mr. Wilfred R. Fors 


Wilfred (Wilf) Fors started teaching, after eight months of Normal School in Camrose, 
in a one room school facing 56 pupils (Gr. 1-8) in double desks. He was principal of various 
rural schools and also taught at Robb, Mile 34 Coal Branch where he was also the postmaster. 
He left the vice-principalship of Salisbury High School and joined the city staff in 1954. He 
obtained his first class certificate through homestudy and by summer sessions and graduated 
at the first fall convocation in Calgary with his son Wayne. 

Wilf's father homesteaded 160 acres in the Calmar district in 1901. There were eight in 
the family -- two sisters and four nieces became teachers, his son in a Curricular Associate 
with the Edmonton Public School Board and a nephew is a Professor of Highway Engineer- 
ing at U. of A. 

Mr. Fors can remember a bone shaking drive over the abandoned Grand Trunk Railway Grade to Edson in 1929. In - 
one school his pupils hauled shale ten miles to make a tennis court. Trees he planted in 1934 are still growing in 
Willow Creek Community Park. Mr. Fors has also been interested in the welfare of farmers and since 1947 has served 
as a hail adjustor. 

Mr. Fors has enjoyed teaching, especially in rural schools, and found his employers to be good to him. He would 
advise administrators to remove unwanted permissiveness from the schools and return to the tested values taught by 
the Greatest Teacher of all time. Mr. Fors was greatly liked by his students in the 3 years he taught at Bonnie Doon 
as is visible by the comments of students remembering his Drafting 10, 20, and 30 classes.
